Miss Fitzgerald has spent much of the past 
winter in securing interesting programs for 
the Cape Playhouse. 
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The Gilbert and Sullivan light operas gave Alice Brady that long sought 
chance: and from there, paradoxically enough, she played the lead in the New 
England perennial, ‘‘Little Women.’’ Playing opposite Conrad Nagle in ‘‘For- 
ever After,’ Miss Brady practically stole the show. When ‘“‘Anna Ascends’’ 
was produced, Miss Brady was starred. Miss Brady was connected with the 
Theatre Guild, and while carrying on under that banner, she played with Otto 
Kruger in a German importation, ‘‘Karl and Anna.’’ A play based on the rather 
unorthodox life of a famous evangelist, ‘“The Bride of the Lamb,’ gave Miss 
Brady a chance to score heavily. Other plays followed, ‘‘“A Most Immoral 
Lady,” topping the list. 


Miss Brady has found it difficult to unearth plays that are sufficiently 
meaty to warrant her attention. [he Cape Playhouse production of ‘‘Enter 
Madame,” starring Miss Brady, has that appealing substantiality so rare in 
modern comedies. “‘Enter Madame’’ opens the Cape Playhouse season, June 
30th. 


ROMNEY BRENT 


Romney Brent, the son of the former Mexican Ambassador to France and 
Spain, Romulo Larralde, was educated in France and England. Mr. Brent's 
family, with the aristocrat’s customary reaction to the theatrical world, opposed 
their son's ambition to became an actor. No wit deterred, he persisted, and 
quickly reached the ranks of stardom. 


Mr. Brent’s principal roles have been in the Theatre Guild's production of 
“He Who Gets Slapped,’’ ““The Garrick Gaieties,’’ “‘Androcles and the Lion,’’ in 
which production he donned the lion’s skin. Mr. Brent was so taken with 
these animal roles that he decided to give up regular acting (if it may be termed 
that) and devote his genius to the interpretation of thespian quadrupeds. For- 
tunately, this idea did not mature; consequently, ‘“The Merchant of Venice”’ 
was greatly enriched by Mr. Brent’s conception of Launcelot Gobbo. 


From Launcelot Gobbo to the doltish butcher boy in the ‘“‘Phantom Lover,” 
was an easy stride for Mr. Brent. After that truly remarkable performance, ‘‘Be 
Your Age,’ came along, with Spring Byington. “‘The Little Show’’ followed 
and made a hit; but Mr. Brent, evidently growing weary of acting, sailed for 
Europe. 


Mr. Brent will play the temperamental actor in “The Royal Family,” and 
also appear in other Cape Playhouse productions during the 1930 Season.

The Cape Cinema, architecturally, is reminiscent of early Hellenic temples, 
and is built in the best Cape Cod tradition. Its facade is a slightly modified ver- 
sion of the Congregational Church at Centerville on Cape Cod, and the.prom- 
enades on either side of the building are frank imitations of old Cape Cod barns 
and cow-sheds. The interior of the theatre is modern in the extreme, and in com- 
plete contrast to the simple Cape Cod exterior. [he auditorium is spacious, © 
with a mural designed by Rockwell Kent, probably the best known American 
artist today, and by Jo Mielziner, well-known theatrical designer of ultra-modern 
stage settings. The chairs are individual lounge chairs, each completely sep- — 
arated from the others. [hey are of black lacquer and tangerine summer 
leather, and were especially designed for the Cape Cinema by the Frankl Galler- 
ies of New York. The theatre seats three hundred and seventeen persons. Wide 
aisles between the rows of chairs prevent crowding and stumbling. 


The mural is 6,400 square feet in extent. It represents the spaces and 
rhythm of the cosmos, with here and there pairs of lovers or individual figures 
symbolizing strength and beauty. “The moon is represented at one end of the 
auditorium, and the sun at the other. “The sunburst is on the stage curtain, 
which folds back like a Japanese screen, and is operated electrically. 


The theatre is equipped with lounge rooms, a spacious lobby, and a kit- 
chen. [he most modern moving picture and talking-picture machines will be 
used. ‘The Western Electric System of talking-picture equipment has been 
installed. 


All seats will be reserved. ‘“Uhere will be two performances each evening, 
the first at 7:30 P. M. and the second at 9:30 P. M. There will be a ten minute 
intermission between the two shows, and since all seats are reserved, no guest 
can come late to the first performance and remain over for the beginning of the 
second show. ‘There will be no shows on Sundays. Regular matinees will be 
held on Wednesdays, Thursdays, and Saturdays, at 2:30 P. M. A special show 
of pictures for children will be held each Tuesday at 2:30 P. M., beginning 
Tuesday, July 8. Parents may send their children to these special matinees with 
perfect confidence that the pictures will be entirely suitable for children. 


The Cape Cinema will follow a policy of picture selection which includes 
only the best long and short feature pictures. We shall endeavor not to waste 
your time or insult your intelligence by offering mediocre films, and if films do 
not meet our standards in all respects we shall say so in our preliminary adver- 
tising. No cheap and inane short subjects will be shown, and all films will be 
pre-viewed by our staff.
